Several colonial coin experts were surveyed, and they 
felt that these coins should be sold “as is,” and not be conserved. This layer of lacquer is probably easily removed, 
and the person who ends up doing the conservation will find very well preserved and in some instances pristine 


surfaces. All these lots are being offered “AS IS, NO RETURNS.”

ELC AZADOR SALE 


he loss of any ship carrying gold and silver indirectly 
impacts trade, economies, wars, even kingdoms. 
However, unlike most of the hundreds of ships lost at 
sea, El Cazador had a specific mission to accomplish, 
and its loss had a directly negative impact on the Spanish 
Empire, and a conversely positive one - By way of Napoleon - 


on the development of the nascent United States. 


El Cazador (The Hunter) and the 450,000 freshly minted coins 
in its hold sailed January 11, 1784 from Vera Cruz for New 
Orleans, and the then Spanish Louisiana. The task was to shore 
up the local economy by retiring discredited Spanish currency, 
issued some 20 years earlier. The Ship, her crew, and the 


treasure she was carrying disappeared without a trace. 


This loss hastened the devaluation of the local currency, and 
economy, and its value in trade negotiations between Spain and 
France. Spain was facing war with France and could not 
maintain the financially faltering Louisiana Territory. In order 
to avoid war the pragmatic King Carlos IV of Spain ceded the 
territory to Napoleon. 


The El Cazador never made it to New Orleans. The ship and all 
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aboard were lost in the cold wintry seas never to be heard from 
again, until now. Facing his own problems Napoleon sold the 
Louisiana Territory to President Thomas Jefferson for a paltry 
sum of only $15 million. At 3 cents an acre Jefferson more than 
doubled the size of the United States, acquiring Arkansas, 


Missouri, lowa, Oklahoma, Kansas, Nebraska, Minnesota south 


of the Mississippi River, much of North Dakota, nearly all of 


South Dakota, northeastern New Mexico, northern Texas, the 
portions of Montana, Wyoming and Colorado east of the 
Continental Divide, and Louisiana on both sides of the 


Mississippi River, including the city of New Orleans. 


The wreck truly altered the development of the United States 
and politics on a world stage. It wasn't until August 2, 1993 
that the mystery of the E/ Cazador would be solved. The wreck 
was discovered by Captain Jerry Murphy aboard the 
commercial fishing boat Mistake.

HINTS FOR BIDDING 


idding in auctions can sometimes be a real chal- 

lenge, but bidding by mail presents its own set of is- 

sues. Many dealers and collectors are not able to 

appear at auction in person, yet want to participate 
in the bidding process. Experience has taught us ways to min- 
imize frustrations, and maximize results for those bidding by 
mail, and we would like to share some of those ideas with you. 
Here are the questions we are asked most often, and some of 
the suggestions we have made to bidders submitting mail bids. 
We think they will save you time and money, as well as help 
you win lots you might otherwise miss. 


“I can’t come to your office to view lots, but I want to 
know more about a particular lot before I bid on it.” 


Lots are available to be viewed at the times and places posted 
in the front of the catalogue. We often bring lots to conven- 
tions, and there is no better way to learn about numismatics 
or scripophily than to attend a convention, view auction lots, 
and talk to dealers and collectors. But if you can’t view items 
personally, here is how we can help you get a better idea of 
what you are bidding on: 


1) Call us, and we will be happy to have one of our 
experts describe any lot you ask about. 

2) We can arrange to copy most items and we will FAX 
or mail the copies to you at a nominal charge. We 
can also scan items and email images. 

3) Ifyou have established credit with us, we may be able 
to ship lots to you for direct viewing. 


Please realize that requests for phone assistance, for copies or 
for shipping lots directly to you must be arranged well in ad- 
vance of the closing date of the sale, and that a cost may be 
charged for these services.
